RIOT AT PROVIDENCE. - 

Our readers have « ready been informed that a mob 
assembled in Providence on Saturday evening, and 
was not dispersed until several persone were either kille< 
or wounded. We copy below from the Brovidence Jour- 
nal of yesterday an eccaynt of the movements of the mob, 
together with a list of the killed and wounded, The Jour- 
nal also pubjishes a statement of the circumstances which 
led to the excesscs of Saturday night ; but we believe our 
readers were in possession of all the facte mentioned, 
they having appeared from day to day in the columns of 
this paper. 

The riot commenced on Wednesday evening,in a house 

of ill-fame on Oiney’s sane, between a party of seamen 
and a number of negrocs. One of the former, it will be 
recol'ected, was killed. This produced a thob and its at- 
tendant conseq h and furniture were de- 
molished, and the peace and quiet of the town disturbed 
by numerous acts of violence. To prevent a recurrence 
of similar outrages on Thursday evening, the usual num- 
bes of watchmen and constables was doub!cd, and the 
Governor,the Sheriff with his officers,the membere of the 
Town Council,and many of the most respectable citizens. 
together with a light infantry company, assembled in O!- 
ney’s lane ; but they were soon pelted by the mob, wi:h 
various sorts of missilcs, and some of them woundca. The 
Journal says :— 

One individual of the Songeng was so severely injured 
as to falter and leave the ranks,and another was bathed in 
blood, from a wound cut in his head, which was the blooe 
first drawn by the offensive attacks of the mob, ‘Shus as- 
sailed, they continued firm in their ranks, under a show- 
er of stones, voti! it became evident that no alternative 
remained but instant resistance or retreat. Unwill'ng te 
resort to fire arms, although exposed to being mained, ot 
even to the luss of life from the weight and impetucrits 
of some of the stones discharged at them, while standing | 
forth openly, to sustain the laws of the Jind, they patient- 
ly bore their attacks and finally retreated by order of the 

overnor. The meb went on steadily until nearly n:or- 
ning with their work of destruction, in open defiance and 
derision of all the constituted authorities of the town and 
of the State. A few of the rioters were, however, seized 
and securely lodged in jail. 

On Friday evening the mob again assembled ; but being 
intimidated by the vigilant and energetic measures tha! 
had been taken, they dispersed, not however without an 
avowed determination of mustering an overpowering forc: 
to complete their purposes on the following cvening.— 
The events of the next evening are thus related in the 
Journal :— 

According to the proposed plan, the attack was recom- 
menced for the fourth time by the mob at an early hour on 
Saturday evening, and the work of destruction of buildings 
and other private property went on as usual. The noise 
of the crash of falling materials, mingled with shouts anc 
imprecations, were on this calm might disunctly to be 
heard even in the distant parts ofthe town to interrup:
